ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 

The annual goneral moeting of soathol- 
ders in‘ and subsoribers to St. John's 
Cathedral waa held yesterday in the vestry 
of the Cathedral. Thore woro prasent tho 
Right Rev. Bishop Burdon, Chairman, 
Rev, RF. Cobbold, Mr E..F. Alford, Mr 
W. Danby, Mr C. Ford, Mr G, Piercy, and 
Mr W. Chatham. : 

‘Tho migutes of tha last mecting wore read 
and approved, and tho following roport was 
given with tho priuted fiauncial atotemont 
ot Mr Charlos Ford, Secretary and Trea- 
surér:—‘Tho year 1894 vas commenced 

with a reserve fand of 62.300, to which has 
bacon added $600 from the balance of tha 
current account. Against the balauces 
thero are a few outaladding accounts, 
including one of typhoon damages to the 
fabrio. Arrangements have beon mado for 
the overhauling of the organ, which nesds 
ropaira and cleaniag, by an expork from 
tho builders ; his expongos will be dividéd 
hetween Hongkong and the authorities of 
the Shanghai Cathedral, Wid aleo require 
him. -The amount, $900, added to tho 
reserva fund, will probably bo insofficiont 
to “ees the Hongkong sharo of. hie 
expensca.’

for reforring to it ia on account of tha very 
prominent manner in which it is put for- 
watd by tho writer of this-letter. When 
ap application is made for a licence to keep 
swine the Board’s officers seo that the sty 
sought to be Jicensed_is in accordance with 
tho requirements of the by-laws, and if the- 
aty is on leaschold land, the application is 
laid before the Board; but if the aty is on 
Crown land the application goes to the 
Dircetor of Public Works for approval of 
sile.

DISINFECTION OF MILITARY GLOTSING. 
An application had been received from 
; Surgeon-Colonal Preston to have infected 
War Departmont clothing disinfected at the 
Board’s disinfecting atation. 

Ta reply to an inquiry, Surgeon-Colonel

*Inreply toyour letter I have the honour 
to state that it would not be possible for me 
to state with any degree of certainty the 
number of times in any year erticles would 
require to be sent for disinfection. This 
would of courso depend on the presence 
‘and its amount) or.nbsence of~infectious 
iscase among the troops. In some years 
| there is no infectious disease at all, while 
in others, as the preasnt, thera have been 
a. fow oasea of plague, and last year there 
were six cases of amallpox. Probably the 
average might be put down at nine sets of 
bedding and.cloihing per’ annum. The 
kind of article to be disinfected would be 
the ordinary military hospital equipment, 
consisting of: bedding and clothing, both 
cotton and woollen,’
